LOND O N—January 28. 


Accounts were reccived at the Admiralty Office on 
Saturday, from Admiral Lord Nelfon at Naples.— 
Thefe accounts ftated, that his Sicilian Majetly, ac- 
companied by his Queen,’was, when he wrote, on 
board the Vanguard, which was about to fet fail for 
Palermo. Many valuable articles had been put on 
board Lord Nelfon’s- fleet, under the apprehenfion that 
the French would foon be in poffeflion of Naples. 

General Mack was at Capua, near Naples, with the 
remains of the Neapolitan army. He complains bitter- 
ly both of the officers and men, fome of the former, 
there is little doubt, were guilty of the groffelt treachery, 
and the latter could fearcely ever be brought to face 
the French troops. Many of the foldiers had defert- 
ed; and from the difpiriced ftate of the remainder, 
and the difcontent of the officérs, nothing could be ex- 
pected. , 

The fact is, as far as we have been able to afcertain 
it, that the Britifli Cabinet neither encouraged nor dif- 
fuaded the attack which the King of Naples made on 
the French. He was encouraged by a reliahce on the 
fupport of Auftria ; and alfo by a thorough conviction, 
from various information, that if he did not attack the 
French, they would attack him. He had, therefore, 
no altermative but ta take the ftep he did; or to await 
the fate of the King of Sardinia. He may perhaps 
ave had one advantage in his defeat—that by not ha- 
ving fuffered the French to advanee upon him in the firft 
inftance, he has at, leaft had time to ive fomething from 
the wreck; and he is not, like the unfortunate King of 
Sardinia, fent deftitute to a barren ifland, forced to beg 
‘or his lite, and to figa a renunciation of all future claim 
to his own dominjons.—Sun. . 

The next advices are expected to bring the news of 
the city of Naples, which ranks as the third in Europe 
for riches and population, having been delivered up to | 
the pillage of the French,foldiery. After having laid 
the country,under contribution tll it can pay no more 3 
after having emptied every ftore, and carried off every 
article of valuable furniture and pictures, the Direétory 
will be willing to fell the naked foil to the.firft rogue 
who will treat for the purchafe of it. 

The Italian papers fay, that an enormous contribu- 
tion has been impofed upon the city of Turin by the 
French, befides the requifitions in kind in the provinces 
fo: {upporting the military. j 

Le:ters from Leghorn fay, that the Genoefe have of 
fered a confiderable ranfom to the Commandant of the 
Englith fquadron before that city, to prevent the threa 
tened bombardment. The number of malcontents are 
faid to have rendered it neceflary to double the guards. 
A body of Sardinian troops were alfo expected there. 

The Madrid Gazettes mention the late increafe of 
the French force in Rouflillon as a fubjeé of alarm ;— 
aod it is not lefs remarkable that the Direétory have at 
iength appoinved-a Staff to the army of General Ange- 
reau, now called that of the Pyrenees,a meafure hitherto 
declined from motives of cecqgnomy. 

Accounts have ,beeo received, that a {quadron, con- 

fiting of two fail of the Spanifh line, and five frigates, 
together with the Veftal French frigate, availing them- 
felves of the abfence of the Britith fleet, which had 
been driven into the Gut of Gibraltar, by a gale of 
wind, ‘had failed from Cadiz. The circumftance was 
ieemed improbable, but its authenticity has begn: efta- 
blithed by the gallant attention of Capt. Hi. Moore, who 
in the Transfer, of 14 guns, hung on the hoftile fqua- 
dron till he not only afcertained their force by obfer- 
vation, but took a tranfport, one of their convoy, which 
we are happy to add, appears to be worth at leaft 
20,0001. and which reports, that fhe and the reft were 
deftined for the Weft Indies, ’ 

We are credibly informed that the part-of German 
fituated along the Rhine from Manheim as far as Dub 
{elderf towards Franconia, is threatened with an inya- 
fion by the French. It appears from the meafures pur- 
fued in confequence of the threat, that no hopes are ei» 
tertained of oppofing their progrefs, as the Auftrians are 
lefs in force in that quarter than in any other.: The E- 
leétor Palatine has withdrawn all the troops which he 
had, nearly to the number of 8000 men, in the Duchy 
of Berg, and in the town of Manheim and its invirons. 
The fortifications of Manheim, which it was found very 
difficult to defend, fince the French made themfelyes 
matters of the fort on the left bank of the Rhine that 
conimands the fete du pont, have been demolifhed. Of 
four battalions of infantry and a regiment of dragoons, 
which the Landgrave of Heffe had ir garrifon at Ha- 
nau, a ftrong place four leagues from Francfort, he has 
allowed only one battalion to remain, and the army of 
Heffe has been reinforced by the remainder, 

It-is alfo ftated with a confiderable degree of confi- 
dence, that the garrifon cf Ehrenbreitftein has received 
a freth fupply of provifions from a veffel belonging to 
the country of Treves, which proceeding down the Mo- 
felle, fucceeded in landing a fupply at the foot of that 
fortrefs. The gallant Colonel Fabre, who commands 
there; is determined to hold out to the laft extremity, 
It is fincerely to be lamented, that precautions and pre- 
parations only are oppofed to the enemy, ata crifis 
when the greateft and moft fpirited: efforts can fcarcely 
be fufficient to check the tyrannical encroachments of 
the French Government.

tion ; and this opportunity, which he was rejoiced the 
Noble Lord had furnifhed, he conjured them, as they 
loved their fature name, and as they loved their coun- 
try to embrace. 

. What was the prefent queftion? It was an effort on 
the part of England to recover that fipremacy over 
this country which fhe loft in 1782. In this meafure 
the Englifh Minifter had two objects in view, the one 


to recover a dominion over Ireland, and the other to 


obtain a power of taxing her by a Britifh Parliament to 
fapport the expences ofthe Empire without the confent 
of the people of Ireland. In various contefts of this 
kind, the Minitters and official men of the day have 
been obliged to vote againft the popular opinion and in- 
terefts, and by this conduct, too often repeated, the 
Government of Ireland loftthe confidence of the peo- 
ple—they have feen in the connexion between England 
and Ireland, fcarcely any thing but a perpetual conteft 
of interefts, in which they have always been the vic- 
tims. Of this nature was the prefent queftion, and 
there was not a man who voted for it yelterday that 
could ever poffefs the confidence of the Irith people, 
but by a fpeedy and decided retraction of chat vote.— 
Did the gentlemen on the other fide of the Houfe fee 
the confequence of alienating the affe€tions of the peo- 
ple of Ireland from Great Britain? Were they aware 
of the iffue it would leadto? and could it be fuppofed 
that this alienation would not follow, when the people 
conftantly faw thofe who were entrufted with their go- 
vernment betraying their deare{t interéfts? 1f men were 
found {till firm to thofe interefts, and refifting to the y- 
furpation of the other country, they were {ligmatized 
with the appellution of faétious partizans, and if the 
people but expreffed the flighteft fenfe of their injuries, 
they were defcribed as untradtable.. All evils flow to 
a ftate from want of confidence between the governors 
and governed, this confidence the Irith people are in- 
clined to yield; but the Minifter wil! not accept the tri.

-No thanks to the Noble Lord for not now. path- 
ing it, for he could not carry it—thanks to the cabal— 
thanks to the virtue and fpirit which had appeared both 
in and out of Parliament—But let the {pitit. of, the 
Houfe or of the country flumber, ard then we know 
from experience what ule the Noble Lord will make'of 
the favour of the crown to force the meafure on the 
country. Even then, he believed, the attempt would 
be unfaceefsful—but he would not leave it in the power 
of the Noble Lord to practice again in fupport of the 
meafure thofe unconltitutional, arts which he knew he 
had practiced. No—let the Noble Lord avow that he 
will never again propote to the country this abominable 
meafure while he continues in office—let his friends ad- 
vife him to this ftep, the only one which’ can put the 
country at reft, ‘ 

Mr Ponsonsy then alluded to the charges of incon- 
fiftency which had been made againft'thofe gentlemen 
who had feceded from Parliament in difguft and now 
returned to it.
